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PRIORITY NEEDS 


The Development Fund is a vital 
source of revenue for the University, 
since it finances priority needs for 
which government grants are not 
available. 

Areas of need in 1973 are: 


Graduate Fellowships 
$30,000.00 


A modern well-balanced University 
must offer graduate as well as under- 
graduate education. As a compara- 
tively new university, Sir George does 
not have the means to offer the level 
of financial support, notably through 
fellowships, to attract a sufficient 
number of well qualified graduate 
students. For this purpose the sum of 
$30,000.00 has been included in the 
Development Fund. 


Undergraduate Scholarships/ 
Bursaries 
$30,000.00 


Sir George serves a wide cross-section 
of the Montreal population, and many 
of its students experience extreme 
difficulty in paying for their education. 
The University, through its existing 
funds, is able to assist a small num- 
ber with scholarships and bursaries, 
but it must turn down many deserving 
applicants. All applications are care- 
fully scrutinized by a committee 
representing the Dean of Students 

and the Faculties. A sum of $30,000.00 
has been included in the Develop- 
ment Fund for student scholarships. 


Support of Research 
$40,000.00 


The Faculty of Sir George have been 
awarded outside grants for their 
research work at a steadily increasing 
rate during recent years, notably 
from organs of the Federal Govern- 
ment such as the National Research 
Council. But there is one form of 
financial assistance essential for the 
development of University research 
which has to be provided internally. 


This may be described as ‘‘seed’’ 
money, designed to help a researcher 


develop his project in its early stages, | 


and prepare a presentation that will 
merit outside interest. The sum of 
$40,000.00 has therefore been included 
among the objectives of the Develop- 
ment Fund. 


Purchase of Books, 
Works of Art and Films 
$30,000.00 


The Sir George library has grown 
steadily in recent years, but the num- 
ber of volumes per student is well 
below the figure of 75 recommended 
by the Canadian Association of 
College and University Libraries. In 
addition, certain areas of vigorous 
academic development need special 
library support. The University Art 
Gallery has a growing and already 
significant collection, particularly of 
modern Canadian art. This has been 
provided entirely through outside 
donations. The Gallery’s regular shows 
are open to both students and the 
general public. Additional funds will ( 
enable the Gallery to maintain the 
rhythm of its present development. 


The Conservatory of Cinematographic 
Art is establishing one of the most 
important film collections in Canada. 
It serves as the basis of a lively 
educational activity; and shows for 
both students and the public are held 
frequently. Again, there is need to 
expand the University collection. 
For all these purposes, the sum of 
$30,000.00 has been included in the 
Fund objectives. 


Improvement of Services 
$25,000.00 


Only projects not admissible for 
government funding are included in 
this section. So far, the Fund has 
helped finance improvements to the 
University cafeteria and the transfor- 
mation of Birks Hall into Sir George’s 
first athletics facility. Through this 
year’s appeal it is hoped to fund | 
further projects to the extent of 
$25,000.00.

REAL ESTATE 
ACQUISITION PROGRAM 


e heart of Sir George Williams 
University today is the Henry F. Hall 
Building at 1455 de Maisonneuve 
Boulevard, which was opened in 1966 
and was at that time the largest 
university building in Canada. But 
the Hall Building and the older Norris 
Building at 1435 Drummond Street 
no longer provide sufficient space 
for the increased activities of the 
University, even though Sir George 
has a significantly higher rate of space 
utilization than any other Quebec 
university. To alleviate over-crowd- 
ing, a number of buildings on Mackay 
Street and Bishop Street have been 
acquired by the University. This is 
not being financed in any way by the 
Government. 


So far 18 buildings have been acquired 
for a total cost of $2,470,000 includ- 
ing professional fees and carrying 
charges. Of this sum $1,930,000 has 
been covered by private and corpo- 
rate subscriptions. 


( complete the assembly of property 
required, an estimated further expen- 
diture of $250,000 is anticipated. 


The University thus needs an addi- 
tional $790,000 for the Property 
Acquisition Program. 


Special Projects and 
Emergency Fund 
$25,000.00 


Experience has shown that worth- 
while projects sometimes have to be 
abandoned — or that separate fund- 
raising appeals have to be launched 
on their behalf — because financing is 
required immediately. In order to 
avoid invoking either of these alter- 
natives, it is proposed to establish a 
specia: fund for such situations which 
may develop during the coming year. 
The sum of $25,000 is, therefore, 
included for the Special Projects and 
Emergency Fund. This fund will be 
administered by the Principal. 


A Report on last year’s Fund 


Contributions made in 1972 enabled 
the University to: 
e renew a series of entrance scholar- 
ships at Sir George 
contribute to the real estate acqui- 
sition program an amount equivalent 
to the purchase cost of two of the 
houses adjacent to the Hall Building 
e maintain a program of University 
fellowships for graduate students 
assist the inter-Faculty research 
fund, as well as the acquisition funds 
for the library, art gallery and Con- 
servatory of Cinematographic Art 
e provide funds for changing rooms 
and showers in the University’s 
first athletics facility
